To Whom It May Concem:

This letter serves as an attestation for COVID response in Moffat County, Colorado and as a formal request to
move from "Blue" level on the Dial back into the "Green Level/Protect Our Neighbors". Moffat County
acknowledges that we need to sustain a case count of<4 cases for a period of time, to be determined by the CO
Department of Public Health & Environment. Per the CO Department of Public Health & Environment
dashboard, Moffat County currently has fewer than 8 cases per 100,000 and a 2.2%o test positivity rate; plus
20,050 per 100,000 of our residents have been vaccinated, thus far. Moffat County has 2 full time Public
Health Nurses in addition to 6 conlact tracers hired for contact tracing capacity, one of whom speaks Spanish to
support with latino community contact hacing.

Prior to the COVID pandemic, the Local Public Health Director, Kari La&ow, initiated the Community
Infectious Disease Emergency Response (CIDER) Team to solidifo relationships amongst CDPHE and the
healthcare partners in the community. This group has continued to work collaboratively throughout the
pandemic to keep communications lines open to develop strategy and to work on how to approach the
pandemic. She also initiated the Vulnerable Populations Task Force for the specific purpose of protecting the
wlnerable populations in our communities. Public Health has continued the strategy of ongoing community
based testing of rulnerable populations as well as weekly meetings of the Vulnerable Populations Task Force
parhers from Horizons (Community Centered Board for Individuals with Developmental Disabilities, Sandrock
Ridge (LTCF), Casey's Pond (LTCF), the Haven (ALF), Integrated Communities (Service Provider for Non-
English Speaking Residents), the Department of Human Services and other partners within the community.

There has been a strategic testing strategy in place since the beginning of the pandemic with community testing:
including drive through testing, since March and we continue to work collaboratively as communities in order
to support our wlnerable and the community as a whole. As demonstrated by the collective efforts of the
entirety of Moffat County towards COVID-l9 mitigation, we believe we are ready to transition to "Protect Our
Neighbors" because of the diligence ofour community members throughout this pandemic.

By sigring this letter, Memorial Regional Health attesls and certifies they arc ready to move back into the
"Green/Protect Your NeighboC' phase and that they have completed a review of the criteria set forth by
Govemor Jared Polis.
